Holy Week seems to be observed more in 

tbls city than It does In America, and for 

that reason three houses have been closed 

during the week. They are His Majesty's, 
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^h Madbid, April 12. 

I have not sent the Old Bbliablx any 
news since last- year, about tbe same time 
when Motoglrl played her first engagement 
in Madrid, and now on her return visit at 
Teatro Esiava, where she la more than dupli- 
cating last year's success, a few lines the- 
atrical might be opportune. 

A complete tour of Spain and Portugal Is 
not an altogether easy undertaking, as no 
regular circuit exists and much time Is lost 
In writing and telegraphing. To talk to' a 
man on the long distance telephone It Is 
necessary to make an appointment the day 
before In order to be sure he will be there, 
and It 1b not absolutely certain then. A 
great amount of bargaining must take place, 
and It Is a certainty tnat at the expiration 
of a contract, even If the act la a big bit, aa 
offer of prolongation will be made and a -tut 
of about half your salary. . I 

Unless you are posted before you come, In 
addition to tbe 10 per cent exacted by the 
agent or house agent, a 5 per cent, will be 
charged extra for the city, and deducted by 
tbe management. Therefore performers should 
put that much more on their salaries to come 
out even. I was not charged this fee last year 
la Madrid, nor this year, but was charged 
at Barcelona Theatre, Novadades. 

An agent and manager here will tell you 
(hat pesatas are worth aa much aa francs, 
If they are spent In the country, as one pe- 
sata goes Just as far In buying anything as 
a franc in France would. Therefore he wants 
to pet in pesetas. This argument la childish ; 
100 francs are worth 132 pesatas, and the 
former 1b the best without a doubt, In or out 
of Spain. 

It would be an Impossibility for a vaude- 
ville act that was not out of the ordinary 
to make a town of Spain, for only one act 
that can be used as a big attraction In 
legitimate theatres between the acts of opera 
or drama can attempt tbls tour. Others, 
after playing Circo Parish and possibly eight 
days at Barcelona, NovadadeB Theatre, must 
return all the way to either London, Paris 
or Germany. It 1b necessary for all acta to 
consider this before making the trip. 

The Motoglrl commenced last January In 
Lisbon, remained one month, and played 
Barcelona one month, Teatro Novadades, re- 
turning to Madrid, Teatro Esiava, where she 
remains all of April, then taking In some of 
tho other cities In Spain, returning to play 
a London engagement In June and July, and 
then making a third and farewell tour of 
Uermany, commencing In September at Han- 
over. • 

A big catastrophe occurred here about 
tbreo days ago, killing and Injuring many. 
Your papers must have had much about it. 
It was caused, I am informed, by tbe sudden 
collapse of a building Intended for a water 
reservoir. The government Is blamed for 
faulty construction, and tbe city and work- 
men are Indignant Thla had the effect of 
mnklng tbe Socialists and othera march 
through the Btreeta witu black flags, demand- 
ing the closing of all cafes and theatres on 
the night of the disaster, alao the draping 
of the hotels and public buildings In black. 
All this was done. Motoglrl was all ready 
to give her usual performance when we dis- 
covered there was to be no continuation of 
the show that night. The audience was dis- 
missed, and the money returned. 

Such Is the power of tbe Socialists here 
thnt the government fears to resist them 
openly. 

Frogoli. who gives tbe whole show by 
himself, Is making a great success here at 
i'entro Price. lie has been hero for one 
month, and the attendance has been enor- 
mous. To-night he gives a big benefit for 
the sufferers In the catastrophe mentioned 
above. 

At Teatro Bcnl, two nights ago, I had the 
pleasure of witnessing a grand concert of 
one hundred performers. An orchestra from 
Paris, led by Camllo Chevlllard, wbb worth 
the price of admission alone. The theatre, 
which Is a spacious and beautiful building, 
was crowded with the society of Madrid. 

I cannot give you very much variety talk 
this time, as I am at present not In the 
exact latitude. Circus Parish opens In two 
weeks' time with a programme of Interna- 
tional nets, among which are sure to be some 
Americans, as Leonard Parish, the son of the 
proprietor, who Is house agent, has just re- 
turned from Paris, where he has made all 
his contracts.

Is 
worthy of a place In some studio. The Three 
Seldoms do a great athletic statue act In 
physique they rival tbe' famous Adonis. 
Hetty King, In a Vesta Tllley act, sings two 
attractive songs and makes a pleasing ap- 
pearance. Minnie Hunt and Rhys Thomas, 
In. a musical duologue, entitled "Her Birth- 
day," do a ten -minute entertaining sketch. 
Three Ralnats, on the flying trapeze, are 
very good. The Lyceum Opera Co. holds 
a prominent place on the bill, and this week's 
selection Is from "II Trovatore." A crowded 
house attended the performance. 

Messrs. Bergeron, Barrett, Hughes and 
Ferguson, who comprise the Harmony Four, 
are wltb as once more.' The London Pa- 
vilion Is tbelr abodtng place this time, and 
will be for eight weeks.

"Willy" Zlmmermann, the Hungarian Im- 
personator of prominent composers and or- 
chestra directors, baa more than "made 
good" during bis first year on tbe American 
vaudcTllle stage. lie bas signed for return 
engagements, which will take more than bis 
Kccond year to fulfill, and at a big advance 
In salary, too. Well, he has worked bard 
for about Uilrty-thrce years, and bla present 
popularity, gained step by step. Is bis reward. 

In Europe Zimmermann's Impersonations 
arc bis encores, wblcb follow bis singing of 
comic songs, many of which are tbe work 
of bla own pen. "Hulda," "Emma," "Di- 
ogenes" and others as famous, be has writ- 
ten and sung In German. 

His entering tbe ranks of Impersonators 
was accidental, and not a deliberate Inten- 
tion. At that time be was a member of a 
theatre orchestra In the south of Russia. 
One day, at a rehearsal, the director failed 
to appear, and Zlmmermann, who sometimes 
assisted blm, took his place. 

In a spirit of fun he took up a baton, 
saying to tbe others of the orchestra, "I'm 
going to Imitate our leader." 

"You can't do It," said one of the men, 
"his mannerisms ere to many and too pe- 
culiar /or anyone to copy." 

However, In a few minutes he proved bis 
ability as an imitator, wblch In tbe future 
was to mean to blm a big popularity and 
a competence In money and property. The 
orchestra could scarcely play, so amused 
were they at "Willy's" Impersonation of the 
director, who appeared at tbe back of the 
theatre during the impromptu performance. 

A loud, "brava 1" from tbe musician him- 
self announced his presence, when Zlmmer- 
mann meekly lay down tbe baton and took 
his accustomed aeat. A few weeks later he 
was to have a benefit, and his confreres pre- 
vailed upon him, with tbe encouragement of 
the director himself, to imitate blm in pub- 
lic. This Zlmmermann did for an encore, 
the director lending blm bis baton and uni- 
form to perfect tbe personality of the Imi- 
tation. Tbe deceived audience were wonder- 
ing why the director, who was very popular 
with them, bad taken Zimmermann's place, 
nor were they undeceived until the maestro 
himself appeared by "Willy's" aide to share 
In tbo applause. Vociferous encores obliged 
the comedian, — for this be really became, — 
to continue bla turn through several moro 
of tbe leader's popular selections. 

Boon after this Incident, Zlmmermann gave 
up his position In the orchestra and traveled 
to tbe different places in Europe where 
resided those renowned composers with 
whose mannerisms and peculiarities he Is 
now entertaining bis American public. Ills 
knowledge of music adds a value to bis work 
that a mere Impersonator of mannerisms 
rould never attain. As a director, be gets 
from his orchestra the same interpretations 
and musical meanings that tbe masters them- 
selves secured. 

In tbe past be has been fortunate In gain- 
ing audiences wltb Verdi, Wagner, Liszt, 
Offenbach, Von Suppe, Ttubensteln, Tcbalkow- 
sky, Metro, and other famous musicians, all 
of whom have willingly given blm time and 
opportunity to study tbelr personalities. As 
these composers have been personal favor- 
ites of European audiences before whom 
Zlmmermann has also appeared, hla success 
is n well earned one, for, bad his Imperson- 
ations fallen short of reality, be would have 
been hissed from the stage. Some skeptical 
ones In his American audiences have from 
time to time remarked that they were not 
so sure that Ills Imitations were good. As 
few In this country have ever seen tbe com- 
posers In question, the above stated facts 
ought to establish our acceptance of his 
clever work as "tbe real thing." 

Creators and Sousn, not forgetting our 
own Indefatigable Hommcrsteln, are the only 
composers on this side that Zlmmermann 
hns Impersonated. That of Hammerstcln 
alone should convince a most rigid critic 
that Zimmermann's ability In his own lino 
of entertainment Is wonderful.

Zlmmermann Is a good story teller as well, 
and he has no end of anecdotes on tap all 
the while. Ho relates one wblch Verdi told 
on himself during one of his several delight- 
ful visits to the old musician. 

Not long after thnt wonderfully gorgeous 
production of "Aids," in 1871, Verdi, its com- 
poser, was formally Invited to visit his native 
town, Itomcolc, In the domain of Parma, itnly. 
As be descended among a crowd from the 
conveyance which carried him there be noted 
evidence of great excitement stirring the 
little place. The colors of the Italian flag, 
green and red, were visible In all directions, 
twined with branches of bay and laurel. In 
front of the big church, facing the prluclpal 
square, was n triumphal arch of green myrtle, 
on which the letters " V. K. II, D. I." were 
wrought In red blossoms. The padre of tbe 
town beaded a procession of officials and 
prominent people who were drawn up in the 
square, and deep excitement pervaded the 
populace, who crowded the Btreet dressed 
In nil their holiday bravery. 

Verdi was overcome by nil which he nt 
the moment hnd concluded was In honor of 
his return as n successful composer of great 
works. In tbe midst of all this demonstra- 
tion be was unnoticed, and wondered tbero- 
nt, considering that It was supposedly In 
his honor. Turning to a peasant who stood 
at his side, he said : 

'•Will you please tell me what all this 
decoration and demonstration means?" 

"Is It possible!" cxclnlmcd the peasant, 
"that you don't know (hat today King Victor

Then It was that Italy's great musician 
realized that bis return to bis birthplace 
was quite forgotten in tbe grander event 
of tbe reigning monarch's passage through 
his town. Verdi then understood that the 
letters of bis name on the myrtle arch meant 
"Victor Emmanuel lie D' Italia." 

Whenever people praised blm for bis great 
compositions tbe master would smilingly re- 
late the above story, adding that he did not 
amount to bo very much, after ail. 
• 

A remarkable coincidence occurred daring 
Zimmermann's recent tour of the West. It 
was on the day that Grand Duke Serglus 
was assassinated. The big two-and-a-half 
pound gold watch wblch the impersonator 
displays during bis Imitation of Metra was 
a gift from that royal personage, — and, by 
the way, this modest "Willy" numbers among 
tbe grand people wltb whom he has come In 
contact, many of the Russian nobility, from 
dukes tip to royalty, tbe Czar himself, whom 
he has met three times. 

Tbe gift was made In this way : — Zlmmer- 
mann had greatly pleased bis royal audience 
at a performance especially arranged for 
them. Afterward, being presented to some 
of them, Grand Duke Serglus among them, 
tbe latter asked tbe comedian If he had ever 
seen the big watch that Metra, the Idol of 
Paris, carried. Zlmmermann bad qutte for- 
gotten the reference to Metra's watch until 
a few weeks later, when a replica of It 
reached blm with the compliments of ths 
Grand Duke. 

The coincidence above referred to was tbe 
fact that on the day of the recent murder 
of tbe noble Russian tbe glass over the face 
of Zimmermann's colossal watch was broken. 
Neither be nor anyone else knows tbe cause 
of the accident.

Marine Elliott and her associates achieved 
a great success at the Lyric on Tuesday 
night of last week when Clyde Fitch's "Her 
Own Way" was shown for the first time to 
a London audience. Miss Elliott was re- 
called and recalled for her artistic work and 
unqualified plaudits were tendered her sup- 
port, especially tbe work of Georgle Law- 
rence. The play is too well-known in tbe 
States to go into any long story concerning 
Its merits. At tbe drop of the final curtain 
there was quite a difference of opinion re- 
cording Its worth. Mr. Fitch Is looked upon 
by English critics as somewhat of a puzzle, 
and they are at a loss to know the cause of 
his success In America. Despite the general 
adverse criticisms, "Her Own Way" Is a tre- 
mendous box office card, the house being prac- 
tically sold out for the remainder of tbe 
stay originally planned. Arrangements are 
now In order to continue her profitable stay. 
As stated some time ago, tbe Lyric has been 
secured by Martin Harvey for bis "Hamlet" 
production. 

George Edwardes has scored again. This 
time the bit Is "The Little Mlchus," and tbe 
successful start was made last Saturday night 
at Daly's. Three Frenchmen and two Eng- 
lishmen Joined bands In tbe writing and com- 
posing of the latest musical play. It was 
originally written In French by MM. A. Van- 
loo and G. Duval, and composed, as far as 
the music Is concerned, by M. Andre Messa- 
ges It has been adapted to the English stage 
under Its present title by Henry Hamilton, 
with lyrics by Percy Greenbank. The adapta- 
tion has been made in a conservative spirit, 
and the setting of the piece remains essen- 
tially French. Tbe Little Mlchus are two 
boarding school misses of winsome ways and 
mutual affection. They pass as the twin 
daughters of Pierre MIcbu, a successful pro- 
vision merchant In the Paris Dalles during 
the time of tbe first Empire, but In reality 
only one Is his daughter, tbe other belong- 
ing to a marquis, who had fled from France 
on tbe eve of the Revolution, and left bis 
Infant In charge of M. and Mme. MIcbu. 
Somehow their precise identity is lost, so 
much are they alike, and the puzzled pro- 
vision merchant and his wife do not know 
with certainty whether tbelr daughter Is 



George Alexander produced at the St. 
James, on Monday night last, "John Cbil- 
cote, M. P.," the play adapted by E. Temple 
Thurston from the successful novel of that 
nrtme. Here Is the story of the play In brief : 
John Chllcote, M. P., for Wark, bad been a 
coming man, but he bas become a hopeless 
morpblnomanlac, Irresolute, a mass of tortur- 
ing nerves, John Loder is his physical coun- 
terpart, but hla moral antithesis, strong, am- 
bitious and disappointed. They change places, 
Chllcote goes to Loder's chambers and drugs 
himself. Loder takes bis place In the great 
world, filling his political associates wltb 
hope, bringing light to the eyes of his dou- 
blet's neglected wife, and Anally making a 
J rest speech in the House which causes the 
all of a government Then he goej back to 
Grosvenor Square, and tells Cnllcote's wife 
the Imposture she has already discovered, 
tells her that he loves her, and with the 
chivalry of a Rassendyl takes her to her hus- 
band. But Chllcote has gone too far. He 
bas drugged himself to death, end Loder and 
the dead man's wife resolve to face tbe world 
together and to tell tbe world tbe truth. 
Thus far the play bas been cordially received. 
On Monday next the Sbubert Brothers will 
open the box office at the Waldorf Theatre, 
for the operatic- and dramatic season, which 
Is to begin on Monday, May 22. The reper- 
tory for the first week Is as follows: Operas 
— "Maestro dl Capello," "Cavallerla Rnstl- 
cana," "L'Amlco Frits," "Serva Padrone" 
and "I Fagllaccl." Tbe dramas to be played 
by Slgnora Duae : "The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray," "Magda" and "La Dame aux Came- 
llas." In all of these plays Slgnora Duse 
will be supported by her own company. The 
principal singers who will appear are: So- 
pranos — Cavl, Curslnt, De Bohuss, Ferraris, 
Garden, Lucca, Ncllsen, Sanz. Mezzo-so- 
prnnos — De Claneros, Jansen, Ravogll. Tenors 
— Bond, De Clslmere, De Lucia, Lara, 
Massi, Plzzutl, Senegale. Baritones — Ancona, 
Arimondl, Angeilnl Fornarl and Flnl Corsl. 
Tbe prices range from twenty-five cents to 
two dollars and a half.

Zlmmermann, who had 
previously pleased the Czar, was deputized 
to arrange an entertainment for the royal 
personages on Juno 22.

The latter singers and danc- 
ers were booked for eight weeks, and why 
they didn't keep the engagement no one in 
London knows at the present time. The man- 
agement didn't even receive a cable to say 
that tbey had canceled. To get back to the 
Vedmors. A little stiff after tbe long sen 
voyage they did excellent work and got a big 
hand, not only from the Americans present, 
but also from the "outsiders." After the 
opening performance the male member of the 
duo had no contract, no Idea of the length 
of engagement or of tbe salary to be received. 
Rather an unique engagement. As they made 
good tbey ought to get the time and money. 
Number two on the bill was Master Ralph 
Moore, a young English lad, who Is called 
"The Boy Pnttl." Possessed of an unusually 
high and sweet voice, he sang two songB to 
the delight of the listeners.

An orchestral selection was sandwiched 
In between thlB act and the one done by the 
Original Bicycle Polo Team, the members of 
which are well-known In America, although 
they have been away from that country for 
some time. Several months ago they returned 
from South Africa, where the act was the 
same hit as It was In America, and it is In 
London. It is too well known to proceed 
further about It. Next on the list Bailey and 
Madison made their bow. In fact, at the fin- 
ish It was several bows. These eccentric 
comedians brought down the house with their 
hard knockabout work. The former's funnlsms 
and tbo clean tumbling of Madison were 
something new to tbe Empire patrons, and 
they were not behind time In showing their 
approval, not only with the hands and feet, 
but also with the voice.
